Claims 7-21 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 7 is allowed because the prior art of record including Prade, Brozak, 
Filipak, and Farrand, singly or in combination failed to teach or suggest a display 
device having an opaque surface or panel, a translucent panel including frosted acrylic 
material, and a support means for affixing the translucent panel substantially parallel to 
the opaque surface or panel at a predetermined distance between 1 and 185 mm from 
the opaque surface or panel. 

Claims 8-16 are allowed because being depended on base claim 7. 

Claim 14 is allowed because the prior art of record including Prade, Brozak, 
Filipak, and Farrand, singly or in combination failed to teach or suggest a method of 
reducing the effect of shadows on items in display devices consisting of: utilizing an 
opaque surface or panel, positioning a translucent panel including frosted acrylic 
material, and a support means for affixing the translucent panel substantially parallel to 
the opaque surface or panel at a predetermined distance between 1 and 185 mm from 
the opaque surface or panel. 

Claims 18-21 allowed because being depended on base claim 17.
